Jewish life to-day it is full of tragic poignancy. 
10,000 Jewish immigrants poured into Dantsic, in a starving 
condition, and only the devoted efforts of the American Joint 
Distribution . Committee, seconded by an American Consular 
softened the ‘terrors of the situation. “V ‘ohin 
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once asked the: late Cuter Rapp, in a. burst of passionate 
eloquence: and the question may well. find its echo to-day. 
Whither are these Jews to find asylum? In one week 
recently a record number of immigrants arrived in America, a large 
proportion of whom were Jews. But, inview of the conditions in Eastern 
Europe, restrictive ineasures are expected in that quarter. What 
door will then remain open? Thus are the Jewish people thrown 
back upon themselves—upon all the squalor, misery, and despair of 
their present homes. It is upon Eastern Europe, with its desolation, 
that work must be concentrated; and it is a work which brooks no 
delay, requiring efforts that must, if effective, ec lipse in magnitude 
anvthing that bas ever been dreamt of in the past. Meanwhile, it 
is not inapposite to ask whether such Jewish emigration as is still 
permitted is being allowed a fair chance. In America—at Ellis 
Istand—there 1s caid to be a serious congestion.

| venture to think that for the most part it has always been approached 
.\mptomatically. That is to say, the illness is perceived, the disease is 
cognised, and endless palliatives are suggested. Butit has not been 
»proached causatively—the real cause of the il/ness, even if it has been 
jiscussed, has been left very largely alone. Now, diseases, social, political, 


«omunal or religious, are precisely like physical ills in this respect— 


they have @ cause, and they cannot be cured either by mere Jenitives, 
or unless the cause be known and, if possible, effectually dealt with. 


Explanations and Excuses. 


When the question of the paucity of attendance that characterises so 
nny of our Synagogues is discussed, I have noticed that some are disposed 
think that itis because the religious feeling of our people bas diminished,

to be found the reason for the Synagogues being empty—the difficulty. of 


vserving the Sabbath and abstaining from business and work, or even the 


cial claims as well as the demands of the country house or golf course or of 


the week-end. The more philosophic are apt to explain the phenomenon - 
by something of an excuse, if not a justification. The day of organised 


religion, they loftily dec'are, has gone by, and so has the day of any 
set. time for prayer..- The need for parson or preacher, for rabbi 
or. minister, for bishop or chazan has gone down into the 
wldaming. Sensible men and women do not require these adventi- 
Liaus aids either for the upraising of their souls to religious attunement, 


or to inspire them with the need of turning their hearts and minds to | 


God. They can pray in the midst of their average vocations, while the hurly 
burly of their lives is in full swing, in office, in workshop, in factory, in the 


home,in the fields, by the countryside. The living coal, they declare, will 


to ich their lips equally in those circumstancesas in the synagogue or the 
cliurch or the chapel, so that they may give utterance to the yearnings 


on. Their fore-fathers (and fore-mothers) were not thus.. No, because 
iey- had not become educated above the conventions. Their religion was 
vibbed, cabined, and confined to the one Gay a week or the special 
occasion ;.perhaps to a particular occasion, and a special edifice. We in 
hese days have wider notions. Our minds have broadened with education, 
‘and progress, and civilised thought. We see things differently, and feél 
things differently. And.so the synagogue for us Jews, like the church or 


tho chapel for non-Jews, has not the drawing’ power that it had in the 


days of yore. 


All these arguments appear to me tobe at best surface arguments, 
Which touch -at most the exterior of the problem, and do not engage the 
problem itself. The idea that the synagogue has merely followed the 
(ashion which has emptied the church is obviously a fallacy. That is proved 
by the enormous throngs which two or three days in the yéar attend 


“ur places of worship, with their long services, and on one occasion | 


involving a lengthy abstention from bodily sustenance. That knocks the 
bottom out of most of the explanations and excuses ‘that are popularly 
‘ployed to show why Jews and Jewesses in these days do not go to 
‘\nagogue with the regularity that once: was the vogue. A people that 
\ill cram every inch of available space in every synagogue, and 
ie religious needs of whom demand overflow services everywhere 
even on but two or three occasions during the year, cannot be said 


to bave rejected what is called the conventional or not to 


tcel the neeessity for congregating for service at set seasons and at 
particular places set apart for the purpose. If our people*as a whole 
\eliewed they could devote themselves to the religious exercise demanded 


of them on Sabbaths by repairing to the country-side and there 


communing with nature, it occurs to me that they would do so equally 
ou New Year’s Day; while the Atonement could in many instance be more 
“conveniently and even pleasurably passed than in the murky carbonic- 
icid-laden atmosphere of some synagogue. If a mental revolt against the 
rcligious idea was reaMy the cause of the paucity of atfendance at our 
Synagogues, the crowds that seek places in the synagogue on special days 
ot the year would be absent then, as at other times. 


Modern economic demands as a reason for our empty synagogues _ 


scem to me to be equally beside the mark for wholly accounting for the 
trouble. In the first place the economic demands were as insistent upon 
Jews, and so were the social demands, twenty, thirty or forty years 
“90 as they are to-day. Indeed they were in one important particular more 
‘nsistent, seeing that Saturday is now much more generally a day upon 


Which business is suspended than it was at the time to which I have 


referred. No one thinks to-day of making a call, except by special appoint- 
"nent, with a principal in the City on Saturday, and no one is surprised if 
he is told that Mr. So-and-So does not come down to business on that day. 
"he week-end explanation besides, cuts both ways. If the week-end 
holiday has become more generally the fashion, and thus taken many from 


of their hearts in thankfulness, in adoration, in prayer, and in.supplica- - 


Q town on Sabbath, abstention from business or work has siven the many 


more people, who stay at home, a better opportunity of attending synagogue. 
And thirty or forty years ago our synagogues were very much better 
attended than they are to-day. Few leading Jews either in the metropolis 


Or provinces ever neglected to attend synagogue Sabbath by Sabbath. 


There is no need to enter into details, but any of my readers who are 
able to cast their minds back to the period to which I allude will recollect 
that on Sabbaths at that time our synagogues were well attended, and 
that the congregations contained Jews of all classes, from the so-called 


highest to the so-called lowest. Thus these explanationions and excuses 
strike me as superficialities. 


~The Jew and the Synagogue. 


And now let me diverge for the moment to another point, which, 
however, will, I hope, help us in our conclusion of the matter. It is 
axiomatic that mere synagogue-going—like church or chapel-going—does 
not necessarily cnsure a better man or woman in the devotee. It has 
been observed long and often that just as a man may smile and smile and 


yet be a villain, so a man may pray and pray or at least attend Divine 


Service week by week, and yet in the intervening times break every com- 
mnandment and every ordinance which conformity to his faith @emands, 
We can equally freely concede that men and women can and do lead impec 


cible lives of unquestioned righteousness who never see the inside of a place 


ef worship from year end to year end. There is no particular virtue from 
the ethical point of view in attending a place of worship Sabbath by 
Sabbath, although its religious purpose cannot be gainsaid.. But for the 


Jew, as I have frequeatly pointed out, attendance at synagogue has a 


double object. Not only are the demands of Judaism as a religion sub- 


“served, but the obligation is subserved which is recognised by every Jew 
worthy of the name, to gather in comradeship with his fellow-Jews on. 


every occasion When there isa call to Jewry—and the Sabbath and Festivals 
and Holy days are precisely: those, calls. Each 6f them has a meaning 


for the Jewish people, historic, traditional ,cthieal, religious, and even - 


‘social, and observance of them is incomplete unless the Jew. manifests 
his loyalty to his people, his oneness and kinship with Jews, by attendance 
at. the services designed to commemorate the occasions. Why a 
religious service, ‘the religious doubter. will ask. The answer is’ 
irrefragible: Because we Jews. are'a religious people—a_ people 
of a religion. Deprive our people of their. Jewish. religion, and 


their national being would quickly wane and speedily disappear; equally » 


as, if the national idea were beaten out of Jewry, the Jewish ‘religion 
would rapidly weaken, and before long would become anemic, soon to: 
die altogether. Of this essential fact we have instance after instance 


that must oecur to anyone who knows anything of Jewish history. 


An Essential Cause. | | 

And ‘this brings me back to what I déem to be aa essential cause of 
the paucity of attendance at our synagogues. It isnot, I repeat, only that 
the Jew is inherently less religiously minded to-day than were his fore- 
fathers, It is not only. that-the claims and the calls of the economic 
position in which he is now placed run more heavily against the practice 


‘of Synagogue attendance than was the case with Jews thirty, forty or 


fifty years ago. What is much more important in determining the 
cause of our empty synagogues is in noting one thing that has 
happened. It is. that there has becn a notable weakening of 


the spirit of comradeship, the spirit of brotherhood, and the 
‘spirit of oneness between Jew and Jew that distinguished the Jews of 
other days, so that the Jew does not feel the impulsion to foregather with | 


his coreligionists Sabbath by Sabbath and Festival by Festival. 1 believe 
it is this lack of Jewish spirit that is far. more responsible for neglect of 
religious duty in these days, than the neglect of religious duty is responsible. 
for the absence of a Jewish conscience in Jews to-day. Jews of years 
gone by, evén though they were rich and prosperous, and had grown fatin 
the good things of this world, even beyond the dreams of Jeshurun, had not 


kickedaway the obligation to personal contact in religiousdevotion, personal 
eontact in Jewish duty with their fellow. Jews. They had Jewish 


conseiousness, Jewish corporate conscience, and were not ashamed of 
but were rightly proud‘of being Jews. ‘They were not disposed to absent 
themseives from contact, religious and communal, with their brother- 


Jews, nor did they hesitate to excuse themselves from. social obliga-- 


tions to their non-Jewish friends, when these clashed with their Jewish 
duties or to frankly give their reason. They did not mind being known 
and recognised as Jews by their servants and their dependents. They 


did not ask, for instance, as I am assured is now. often requested, 


that the copies of the JEWISH CHRONICLE for which they. 


subscribed should be sent in plain wrappers in case, forgsooth, 


the house-maid, or the cook, or the parlour-maid, or the lady’s-maid, or - 


the butler should jamp to the conclusion that the particular bend of 


their nasal organs denoted not their Wellingtonian dispositions, but - 


their Semitie descent. The Jew of thirty, forty, and fifty years ago, 


again, would have been ashamed to differentiate between brother Jew — 


and brother Jew on account of the accident of birth, or dub as “ foreign” 
any who did not happen to be born in a certain country or there 
naturalised. Some of our forefathers actually resented the classificat on 
of Jews into German, and Polish, and Spanish, and Portuguese, and 
proclaimed by an historic act the kinship of all Jews resident in thcse 
islands by recognising all such Jews to be equally British. 


Restore Jewish Consciousness! | | 
- ‘What, then, has happened is just that weakening of the spirit of 


comradeship between Jew and Jew, which attendance at synagogue 


atonce maintains and consecrates. And it occurs to me that if the worthy 
men who preach from our pulpits, and those excellent souls who are 
working energetically in various directions for the maintenance of our 
faith and the strength of Judaism within these islands—from those who 
have ranged themselves behind the Jewish War Memorial Scheme, down 
or up to those who busy themselves with the Jewish Sabbath Observance 


‘Society—would bend their minds to discovering how best they 
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‘could restore that old spirit of Jewish comradeship, the old spirit 
ot brotherhood between Jew and Jew—how they could rebuild the Jewish 
— in the modern Jew, they would quickly fill our synagogues. 


I shall be reminded of what I myself have pointed out, that our Syna- 
‘pogues are still filled with worshippers on such days as Rosh Hashana 
‘and Yom Kippur, and Ishall be asked whether these do not betoken such a 
maintenance of the Jewish consciousness as that to whichI refer. Yes! 
And the phenomenon is explicable only by saying that the traditions which 

attach to these Holy days and the legends which have clung about them 
like barnacles, in the passage of the vessel of Judaism through the ages, 
exercise such an influence as to overcome the poor corporate consciousness 
which is so widely manifest in the Jew of to-day. Itis this consciousness 
that has to be restored and strengthened, with the result that we should 
‘put an end inter alia toa resort to the sheer quackeries that are being 
tried for “* Anglicising ” the service or moulding it so as to make it appear 
‘so much less Jewish and so much more English, if not Anglican. Our 
‘forefathers, the men of thirty, forty, and fifty years ago, high and low, 
rich and poor, the communal! leaders and the rank. and file, all attended 
synagogue, while the prayers were yet saidin their original Hebrew 
(and I am far from suggesting that no prayers should be said in the ver- 
nacular) and while yet long Piyutim and tedious Selichoth were part of the 
nervice, and I am far from saying that their elimination has not been of 
value). ‘These did. not keep them away from the synagogue, because 
they possessed the spirit of fellowship and comradeship with their 
brethren—a: fellowship and comradeship in which they rejoiced, which 

was to them a privilege and a pleasure. These drew them to the 
synagogue; it is the absence of the sentiment which our forefathers 
nourished, that, to my way of thinking, is an essential cause that keeps 


away in these day

But is it not wrong to attempt to write down 
Judaism as a religion where Law and not Love predominates? How 
account for the references te love in the Jewish liturgy?. The evidence 
is too strong. A fair-minded man must. admit that Judaism stresses 
love--love of God and love of man. Nor does this teaching rémain a 
theory. Jewish life is a trne expression of love, from- which even 
enemies are not excluded... Say not, “I will do to himas -he- hath 
done to me,” a writer in Proverbs advises, white the Talmual answers the 
question, “Who is strong?” by declaring: “He who turns an enemy 
You have often insisted that the true object of life is ‘self-realisation. 
Your statement crossed my mind in this connection.

living a self-less life (so far as it is possible to lose oneself), living a life in. 
the service of one’s fellow men; and all this not out of a certain striving, 
but naturally, easily, having acquired the art by centuries of experience.

Stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, that are within thy gates.” 
That is the Jewish touch. ; | 

. Since Judaism is the religion of love, since the Jew possesses 
what has been called the social instinct, it is only to be expected that 
Jews should make good citizens. Their most hostile opponents do not 
deny them that virtue,.to which great statesmen have testified in 
modern and in ancient times. Jews are sober and thrifty, model parents, 
and sympathetic neighbours. Possibly the most touching illustration of 


the good citizenship of the Jew once came under my notice when a 


Russian Jew unfolded to me his life under the Tsarist rule. He dwelt on 
his troubles, the troubles made for him by the Government. But tears 
were in his eyes when he described his“ home,” its river, its neighbouring 
wood, the black earth he knew so well, the distant horizon with its 
mysteries. The authorities made his life heavy, yet he loved the land 
where he had grown up, and thought..of it with tenderness in his 
new home. | | 

If these things are true, what are we to say of the accusation now 
levelled against the Jews that they are revolutionaries? To me it 
appears as a species of madhess, produced by an unbalanced mind, and 
fed. by fears that.spring.from.the lowestinstincts... The whole accusation 
is a black lie, and those who make it Know in their hearts that it is the 
child of devilish hate. I cannot believe that they are honest. I cannot 
believe that they do not kiew. I cannot help feeling that the business is 
premeditated. In these days of loose thinking it is easy to make 


people's flesh creep. During the war, if there was a strike or a hint ofa 


strike in this country, someorgans of opinion whieh batten on appealing to 
the lowest instincts, at once cried that enemry gol was behind the 
industrial movement. To-day these same jonrnals suggest that Jewish 
gold is oiling the wheels of revolution. Is there a danger of a coal strike? 
In the opinion of the lying journalists, the Jews are somehow responsible.

COLONEL HARRY CUTLER (New York’. | 
American Jewry has lost a distinguished worker by the sudden death 


in London of Colonel Harry Cutler, Chairman of the Jewish Welfare 
soard, at the age of forty-five. 


Colonel. Cutler, who was a native of Russia, was in business for a . 
number of years at Providence, Rhode Island, where he took an active- 


part in local politics. He was clected to the Legisiature and served 
one term as Lieutenant-Governor of the State. He became a Oolonel 
ou the Governor's Staff, and was regarded as a possible Senator 


of the United States. Colonel Cutler was one of the originators of the- 


\merican Jewish Committee in 1906, and was elected a member of the 
}xecutive Board. From that time he became very active in all Jewish 
movements. He wasa strong Zionist, and fonght hard for the Jewish 
Congress idea. He presided at the opening session of the first American 
Jewish Congress and was stbsequently elected one of: its first Vice- 
Presidents. He was also appointed one of the Jewish Commissioners of 
the Jewish Congress to the Peace Conference. When the United States 
entered the war he thought that the Jewish citizens of the country should 


and ought.to have a welfare organisation. His opinion fottnd many: 
advocates, and.as a result the Jewish Welfare Board. was organised.. 


Colonel Cutler was elected as its Chairman, and he soon became the 
central figure in its work. His own labours were recognised by the 
conferment upon him by the Goverment of the Distinguished Service Medal. 
Colonel Cutler sailed for Europe on August '?th, on duties connected 


-with the work of. concentrating the graves of America’s dead overseas, 
~ - jn which he was engaged as a member of the War Memorial Board. The 


cause of death was not given in the cablegcram received at his office in 


~~ Providence, but it is believed to have resulted indirectly from a. shock 


which he suffered in New York recently. Mrs, Cutler died a few days 
alter her husband had been taken ill there and his recovery was slow. Lt

ASSOCIATION’S'’ ANNUAL REPORT. 
. The annual report for the year ending December 31,1919, emphasises 
in its opening lines the difficulties that have confronted it during 
the past year, and points that the hopes of a decrease in the cost 
of living and of a greater abundance of commodities have not 
been realised—on the contrary, the inflated prices and the ceaseless 
economic upheaval, have led to increased expenditure, including 


the raising of all @alaries. On the other hand it is satisfactory to 


record that the good and valuable work of the Society has in no 
way fallen off. The event of the year has been the opening of the 
Hostel for the unmarried mother and her child —an addition which muvh 
enhances the value of Charcroft House and which prevents the necossity 
of separating the mother from her child. The Sara Pyke Honse, at which 
af present there are twenty inmates, has to report a difficult year. It is 
recognised that the premises are no longer suitable for the purpose, and 
that the dormitory system is a bad atid unmanageable one. It is 


hoped, at an early date, to sell the house and erect two or three 


modern cottages, in which the hostel will be ran on modern and 
up to date lines. It is due to Miss Annie Landau, and the difficulties 


that have confronted the House in the last few months have been success. __ 


fully faced. Montefiore House has maintained its reputation for efficiency 
and excellence. The number of children in the School is fifty-eight. A 
significant feature of the work is the increasing number of inmates who 
have been allowed to retarn to their parents. It reveals not only the 
excellent influence of the School but the growing confidence of the 


parents in its work. The Home for friendiess children at Highbury 


House has an equally good report to present. The inmates include - 
fifteen ‘babies, and an earnest appeal is made for voluntary workers 
to assistin the nursery. There isan increase in the work of the visiting 
Branches Committee, no. less than 886 visite having been paid 
daring the year. The Gentlemen's Committee, whose task is the most 
difficult of al, report a satisfactory year’s work—a total of 923 cases were 


dealt with, of which no-Je3s than 568 were entirely new. These necessi- 
tated 2,500 interviews, and the visits paid by the inspectors exceeded = |. 


3,090.. These figures give. some slight conception of the magnitude 
and importance of the Committee's work. An unpleasant feature 
of the cases “concerned was. the fact that’ the average age

necessity of preventive work. The Committee are gratified to report that

Wandering Jew,” as the legend has always attracted me, The story of 
Cartaphy.us, a less Known character, is also familiar; bat I wonder if 
any of your readers would inform me whether HH.

It may have been Wells and may be a kind of counter- 
part to another short. story, wherein a young curate was given the Apple 
of Kuowledge, but finally threw it away rather tha) eat it in full view of 
his primmest village parishioners ! 

The Rey. 8. Baring Gould givés a most complete land thorough account 
of “The Wandering Jew” in his “Curious Myths of the Middle Ages.” 
His conclusion is worth quoting; especially after Dr. Gaster’s reference 
to Elijah—our Ever-Living Jew: | 

As a myth, its roots lie in. that great mystery of human life which is an 
enigma never solved, and ever originating speculation. | 

What was life? Was it of necessity hmited to fourscore years, or could it 
be extended indefinitely? More questions curious minds never wearied of 
asking. And so the mythology of the past teemed with legends of favoured or 
accursed mortals, who had reached beyond the term of-days set to most men. 
Some had discovered the water of life, the fountain of perpetnal youth, and were 
ever renewing their strength. Others, had dare? the power of God, and were 
therefore sentenced to feel the weight of his displeasure, without tasting the - 
repose of death. | 

John the Divine slept at Ephesus, untonched. by corruption, with the 

round heaving over his breast as he: breathed, waiting the sammons to come 
orth. . ... ‘The seven slespers reposed in a cave, and centuries glided by 
like a wateh‘in the night. The monk of Hildesheim, doubting how with Goda 
thousand vears conld be as yesterday, listened to the melody of a biftd in the 
green wood during three minutes, and found thatin three minutes three hundred 
years hat gone. Joseph of Arimathes, in ‘the b'essed city of Barras, draws 
perpetual life from the Saint Graa!; Merlin sleeps ‘and sighs in an old tree, 


spellbound of Vivien. Charlemagne and Barbaross: wait, crowned and armed, 


in the heart of the mountain, till the time comes for the release of Fatherland | 
from despotism. And, on the other hand, the curse of dodthiess life has passed 
on the Wild Huntsman, because he desired to chase the red deer for evermore; 
on the Captain of the Phantom Ship, because he vowed he would double the 
Cape whether God willed it-or not; on the Man in the Moon, because he gathered 
sticks during the Sabbath rest; on the dancers of Kolbeck, because they desired 
to spend eternity in their mad gambois. 

There may be something behind all these legends regarding the 
elasticity of life. They have many similes in the East, which the Rev. 
§. Baring Gould omits, such as the story of the Arab who ate the dates and 
slept for centuries, and the Chinese and Japanese moon-elixir myths. 

Rip Van Winkle illustrates the age-old story in newer dress and men 
like Cagliostro have traded upon it. I havea clever friend, Mr. W. H. — 
Chesson, the brilliant critic, who flatly denies the law of Death. He 
deems it a bad habit. However that may be, scientists such as Voronoff 
are only tackling an ancient problem with colder methods now. The 
Indian faquirs, too, cherish another belief regarding life, and certain of 
our Rabbis also had a strange conception of it. Indeed, Browning makes 
it the subject of a poem, wherein a young disciple of the wise Rabbi cut 
off some years of his own life to save his dying teacher, 
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who were known as ‘ Widow Isaacs,’

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


MRS. E. LEVY, Matron of the Home for Aged Jews. 


T is said that those who have the charge of the insane tend in 
time themselves to become mentally weak. The same principle 
evidently does not apply to the care of the aged. For over 
forty years Mrs. Ellen Levy, one of the Matrons of the Home 


for Aged Jews, has been tending old people, and though she herself — 


is older than some of her charges, she still goes about her duties 

with few visible signs of impaired 
vigour. Mrs. Levy was appointed 
Matron of the “ Widows’ Home” in 

Great Prescott Street in March, 1879, 
and she has seen the institution grow 
‘(through successive amalgamations) to 
its present great form in the palatial 
building at Balham.

“The name ‘ Hand-in-Hand Asylum’ catand some misconception in the 
minds of applicants, and I remember one old man declaring that he was

have become somewhat overlooked in course of time. The Home was 
intended to provide a place of refuge, without the stigma of charity, for 
tradesmen who had fallen on evil days, and absolute destitution was not a 
requirement to secure admission. One funny incident occurred when we 
moved to Well Street. I was showing one of the old ladies over the 
building and introduced her to the new washing accommodation. She 
scornfully surveyed the basins, and the plug hole in a basin being novel

In the light of these luminous truths as to the double spiritual function 
of a jubilee celebration, this day is first of alla Yom Hazzikaren,a day 
of memories, a retrospect on the past of this synagogue and its place in the 
development of London Jewry.

who laid down their lives for their country, to tender to Mr, Adler their 
deep appreciation of the services he had rendered, not only to that syna- 
gogue and its members during the seventeen years he had been their 
pastor and friend, but to the Community throughout the Empire in the | 
important position of Senior Jewish Chaplain of the Forces to which he 


‘had been appointed shortly after the outbreak of the world war, 


Whilst the members of the synagogue could ill spare him during that 
grave and critical time, when his wise and sympathetic counsel and 


. never failing cheerful presence would have meant so much to them, they 


knew that the hour had brought the man, and that it was the Flower of 


British Jewry who had responded with alacrity to the Empire’s. call, — 


willing, as alas, many did, to lay down their livés in its service, that 


required his ministrations, his sympathies, and hisencouragement onthe — 


field of battle. How well the confidence reposed in him by the heads of 
the Community, in selecting him for this responsible post was justified, 


and how ably. he filled his position in which he had no precedent | 


to guide him, the record of bis ministrations amply testified. 
Not only did he gain the regard and affection of all the men of their faith - 
under his eare, but he won the esteem and respect of those of other creeds 
with whom hecame in contact, and did much to raise and preserve the 
name of Jew, thus bringing credit upon the whole of their community. 
They rejoiced at the high recognition of the Distinguished Service Order 
which had been conferred upon him by His Majesty in appreciation of 
the valued services rendered by him, and in handing him that address he 
(Sir Adolph) trusted Mr. Adler might.long enjoy the high esteem in which 
he was held by them all. Sir Adolph read the text of the address, 


which was signed by the Honorary Officers and the Board of Manage- 


ment, and reads as follows :— | 


‘« We, the undersigned, on behalf of the members of the Central Synagogue, 
desire to express to you the high appreciation of the congregation of the valu- 


able services you rendered during the great Kuropean War to the large numbers 


of Jewish men who served in His Majesty’s Forces. Your strenuous labours 
were not only directed towards the well-being of the men on active service, but 
your sympathy and help were always given to their families in their anxiety

He and his brother chaplains had striven to perform 
their duty and to prove themselves ready to be of true service to the men 
in the field, to act as a link between the soldier and his kinsfolk, and to 
uphold the fair fame of Israel and Israei’s religion. They were glad to 
feel that a fair measure of success had crowned their efforts. He thanked 
them from the bottom of his heart, and prayed that the divine blessing 
might ever rest upon the work of their hands,

I knew them all. Many of them had been my pupils; most of them had 
become my good friends and I had looked to their, one day, carrying my 
memory forward in their hearts, not that it should fall to my sad task to 
render tribute to them as they left this life before me. But the disposi- 
tion of God is beyond the prevision of men and His will, not our desire, 
controls. The call came for men and our sons answered it. They tarried 
not in their response, they failed not in their duty, they faltered not in 
their courage. They‘. . . poured out the red sweet wine of youth ; 
gave up the years to be of youth and joy.” We can never remember 
them too well, thank them sufficiently or honour them more than they 
deserve. In this memorial that we unveil this day we have, in this con- 
gregation, thought not only of the brave young men but also of their 
brave parents. Fathers and mothers would willingly have recorded their 
love for their boys, but.the duty was ours both to sons and. to parents.

It was a fitting day that had been chosen, 
for it was an old Jewish custom that at the near advent of the Day of 
Atonement Jews paid a pious pilgrimage to the graves of those they loved 
best in the world. The men whose names were inscribed upon their 
memorial tablet went forth to fight in order that the people ot this 
country might dwellin safety, and they made the sacrifice with their 
lives. It was sometimes said that the public mémory was a!! tu» short. 
People had a tendency to forget ; and only those whose hearts st11) bled 
recailed from day to day a sense of the tragedy of those five years. But 
perhaps if we judged like that, we were unjust, because, after ail, it. 
was a natural outcome of a great world-war that individuals and nations. 
should become abnormal. The conditions to-day in the world mado men 
and women realise that so much they believed to be true had been proved 
to be false. They forgot what it had taken but a day to pull down and 
would take generations to build up. It was only as the years passed by 
and they began to reap some of the harvest that those men helped {> sow,- 
that we should understand, and if not we ourselves, then our chii/ren, 
and if not they, then our children’s children. There was, however. one 
thing they had a right to demand to-day, and that was the 
cessation of intolerance in this country. They hada right to demand an 
end to all that internal hatred and strife which sought to.set one s: ction 
of the population against another. As Jews, they had a right to dcimand 
that: their rolls of honour should be regarded as a banner prociaiminy the 
loyalty of Jews.

LARGE DEFICIT. 
A meeting of the Council was held at the College on Monday. Mr. 


S. H. EMANUEL, K.C., presided. There were also present :— 


Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart.,. Sir Robert Waley. Cohen, K.B.E., the Revs. A. A. 


Green and E. Levine, M.A., Dr. ©. Duschinsky, Messrs. F. D. Benjamin, E. D. 
Lowy, H. Oppenheimer, and O. Schiff, M.B.E., and Principal Dr, A. Biichler. 


Letters were read from Mr. Herbert. Bentwich, LL.B., and Dr. Cyrus 
Adler (of the Jewish Theological Seminary of New York), expressing 
appreciation to the Council for the votes of sympathy extended to them on 
the tragic death of Dr. Israel Friedlander. 

Principal Dr. BUCHLER announced that the Rev. W. Hirsch, B.A., late 
student of the College, formerly minister of the Middlesbrough Con- 
gregation, and minister-elect to the Shanghai Community, had been 
successful in the examination for the Rabbinical Diploma. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN and the CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Hirsch’s 
success was most gratifying, and augured well for his future career. 

THE FINANCIAL POSITION, | 

Sir ADOLPH TUCK, in submitting the financial statement, said that 
the outstanding feature of the accounts which it was the sad duty of his 
colleague (Mr. Otto Schiff) and himself to place before them, was that 
whereas the College opened the year under review with £902 in hand it 
closed with an overdraft at the bank of £80. In addition they were 
indebted to various trust funds to the extent of £125. They had, during 


the past ‘year, spent £1,100 more than had been received. Included — 


among the receipts was a sum of £834—special donations collected to 
reduce the deficit. The continuous rise in the cost of living had necessi- 
tated the granting of increased bonuses to the principal members of the 
lecturing staff for the current year, and that decision would involve a 


further expenditure of £390. Taking those two items into consideration, 


there ‘was thus a sum of £2,300 to be made good., The expenditure had 
for some years past been reduced to the lowest minimum possible 
without actually impairing the efficiency of the institution, and it 


was impossible to reduce if any further in the coming year. The 


only ‘means of balancing the accounts was therefore to increase 
the revenue. The accounts themselves called for little explanation. 


The income from subscriptions remained practically stationary, while — 


under the heading of * donations” the College was indebted as in past 
years to the United Synagogue, the West London Synagogue, and Messrs. 
N. M. Rothschild and Sons. 


between German debtors and English creditors no monéy was available 
tor that purpose. Practically all the items of administrative expenditure 
unfortunately also showed increases due to the rise in taxation and loéal 
rates. Never had the d fference between th* reliable income and the 
lninimum expenditure been greater, and never had the task of bridging 
that difference appeared more hopeless. If the College was to continue 
its work, if the essential p'ace which it filled in the fabric of British 
Jewry Was not to be left vacant—a gaping void threatening with 
niisfortune the whole of the Community—it was essential that that 
difference should be bridged. 

The CHAIRMAN, in surveying the serious financial position, hoped that

War Memorial Fund to relieve the College. 
.. After-some remarks by the Rev. A. A. GREEN, Mr. ERNEST D. Lowy 
scconded the adoption of the balance-sheet, which was carried. : 
The draft report was considered by the Council and, with some 
amendments, was passed. 
The CHAIRMAN announced that Mr. N..Laski, J.P. would preside

The report states in part :— 
The Council has to record with deep regret the rasignation of its Chairman, 
Vir. Joshua M. Levy, in consequence of ill-health. Mr. Levy became a member 


f the Council in 1879, and thereafter became honorary secretary; in 1908 he was — 


elected to the chairmanship; h2 remains, however, a member of the Council, and 
it is recordad with pleasure that his health is now sufficiently restored to enable 


him to continue to place his ripe experience and sage counsel at the disposal of 


the institution to whose welfare he has devoted much time and thought. The 
following is the reportof the Principal on the work of the College during tlie year : 
“The second year of peace has, to the deep disappointment of the staff, added only 
one. student to. the small number in training at the College. The numerous 
ministerial vacancies in the United Kingdom and in the Empire, and the con- 
siderably higher salaries attached to several of the positions have as yet attracted 
no new students to the Jewish ministry. The consideration of this grave and 
urgent matter has been deferred, as it forms one of the several problems under 
discussion by the Committee of the War Memorial. It is probable that apart 
from the still unsettled condition of affairs the suggested transfer of the College 
to one of the residential Universities, and the prospect of a speedy training for 
the ministry in more favourable academic surroundings held out. by the War 
Memorial scheme, are influencing prospective students against entering the 


College as at present constituted. As it will take the War Memorial probably 


five years or even longer to settle these questions, the fear seems justified that 
the long delay and suspense may keep the number of students at its present low 
level and possibly even threaten the existence of the College. The work 


of the staff proceeded on the lines of the scheme of studies. There — 


are eight matriculated students in the College proper, and seven in the 
matriculation class.”’

HIS DEALING WITH THE ARABS, a 

Letters that reach me from Palestine (says the London correspondent 
of the Manchester Guardian) show that remarkable progress is being made 
in many directions since Sir Herbert Samuel took up office at Jerusalem. ' 
The forebodings about Arab troubles have been unfulfilled. After some 
hesitation the Arab Nationalists decided to come to the assemblies where | 
Sir Herbert Samuel read out the King’s letter and made a statement of 
policy. The statement was considered satisfactory by them, and the 
country settled down to await the measures. _ 

Some people thought that the entry of the French into Damascus 
would arouse anti-European feeling in Palestine, but the political effect 
has been favourable. The extreme Arab Nationalists found themselves 
deprived of the centre upon which they depended, and the methods of 
British rule in Palestine were compared with the French methods in the 


neighbouring territory to our advantage. 


Sir Herbert Samuel has adopted a very conciliatory policy. All 
political prisoners were amnestied, press censorship was abolished, and’ 
nobody was arrested. Emir Faisal was received as an honoured guest, 
and his stay was rather a source of strength to the administration. 

For some weeks after the occupation of Damascus by the French, 
sheikhs from across the Jordan kept coming to Jerusalem to invite a 
British administration of their country. The High Commissioner then. 


summmoned a gathering of all of them at the central town of Es Salt, asa| °

It is officially announced in Palestine that English, Arabic, and 
Hebrew are recognised as the official languages in that country.

department in any one of them. . Correspondence will be. issued 
from Government departments in. whichever language is _ practi- 
All. railway and. road notices will be issued 
in the three languages; which will als> be used in municipal’ 
a considerable Jewish popula- 
tion. These districts will be termed tri-lingual areas. At present these 
areas are Jerusalem City, Jaffa Town and district, sub-district of Tiberias, | 
Safed, Ramleh Town and‘ sub-district, Haifa Town and sub-district. 
Other areas will be added from time to time, the binding principle being 
the presence of not less than 20 per cent. of Jews. In other districts. 


Arabic alone, or both English and Arabic, will be used, but nothing will 


prevent the use‘of Hebrew when occasion requires. 


In the case 6f law and land registry of tri-lingual areas, all official 


documents and judgments will be issued in the language of the person to 
whom they are addressed and written, and oral pleadings will be conducted .

CAKES BISCUITS. 


The following recipes for cakes and biscuits will no doubt. be useful 
for Succah-fare. They are all simple and quite economical. Most are 


made without eggs—a great consideration in these days. 


SHORTBREAD ‘BISCUITS. 
<EQUIRED : 6-oz. flour, 2 ground rice, 5 oz. margarine, 3 oz. castor 


sugar, 

MrETHOD.—Mix flour, sugar, and rice together, rub in margarine and 
knead to a smooth paste without any cracks. ‘Roll out carefully on 4 
floured board, about 4 inch thick. Cut into oblong shapes 3 inches long. 

Bake on a greased tin in a slow oven about 15 minutes. When cool, dust 
with castor Sugar. 

| "Rich PLUM CAKE WITHOUT 
REQUIRED: flour, 4 1b. sultanas, currauts, } lb. margarine, 
2 oz. sugar, 2 teaspoonfuls vinegar, 1 teaspoonful carbonate of 

soda, 2 oz. mixed peel, miliz. 

METHOD.—Mix flour, sugar, and carbonate of soda together. [1 
margarine wellin, add the fruit, then the vinegar. Add a little milk to 
make it sufficiently moist. Tura into a cake tin, lined with greased paper, 
and bake ina fairly hot oven for 14 hours. 3 

Required: 6 oz. flonr, } Ib. m urgarine, + lb: castor sugar. 

Merion. ~Piace ingredients iz a basin. Mix well with the hands, 
and knead it until it leaves the side of tie basin. Roll out on fl yured 
board about finch thick. Cut into rouads with cutter; bake in a quick 
oven till a golden brown. 

GINGERBREAD. 

REQUIRED: flonr, golden syrup, } pint warm: water, 

spoonful carbonate of soda, 1 teaspoonful ground ginger, 2 0% — 

METHOD.—Mix carbonate of soda and ginger with the water. | 
flour, syrup, and cut-up peel in a bewl, pour on water, etc.; mix toge!?e! 
well with a wooden spoon, turn into a cake tin lined with greased pape’:

GERTRUDE JACOBSON’ ORPHANAGE. 


Au urgent appeal for increased financial support has been issued by 
‘he Gertrude Jacobson Orphanage for Jewish Children of Scotland. That 
this appeal has been made necessary is caused primarily by the cost of 


living, which has trebled since the opening of the Home, and also to the 
- jncréased activities of the management. There are now seventeen children |
